THE SOLDIERS. 


REBELS' WORK NEAR ANGELES 


AMERICANS DROVE ATTACKERS 


INTO JUNGLE. 


TWO AMERICANS WERE SLAIN 


THE FILIPINOS WILL NOT SELL 


THEIR GUNS. 


Manila, Sept. 82.— 2:35 p. m.— A 


party of insurgents ditched a train 
H mile and a half south, of A*ngeles 
this morning and then opened fire 
upon the derailed cars from a bamboo 
thicket close to the track, killing two 
Americans and wounding five others. 


Lieutenant Lome and five of his 


scouts, who were 011 the train, made 
a' vigorous defense nnd caused the 
enemy to flee. Six dead rebels were 
afterward found in the thicket from 
which the rebel fire came. 


General Wheaton, with six com- 


panies, proceeded from Calulet to the 
relief of the train, but his services 
were unneeded. 


WON'T SELL THEIR GUNS. 


Hew York, Sept. 22. — A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


Word reaches the war department 


showing that General Otis has sought 
to imitate the policy employed in 
Cuba of buying Filipino arms and 
that his efforts have been unsuccess- 
ful. 


The natives were given to under- 


stand that upon the surrender of a 
gun the military authorities would 
pay the person surrendering it $40 
nnd guarantee him immunity from 
arrest for previous armed opposition 
to the United States and protect him 
for tho future. 


Notwithstanding this tempting of- 


fer, not one bona fide surrender of a 
gun Is reported. 


One native, it Is said, 
appeared 


with a gun and the officers began 
congratulating themselves that the 
end was In sight and that when the 
rest of Agutnnldo's troops learned of 
the goad treatment given this man 
they would follow his example. 


A requisition was made on 
the 


treasury for $40, but before 
the 


money was received investigation 
uncovered the fact that the native 
was acting as an agent for an Amer- 
ican soldier, who had captured the 
gun in action and wanted to dispose 
of it at government figures to the 
military authorities. 


In view of the disinclination of the 


natives to sell their guns it is evi- 
dent that the revolution is not so 
much confined to the upper ranks as 
has been believed.
